Influential Burghers Urge 
Their Friends to Lay 
Down Arms and 
Surrender. 


ADMIT CAUSE 18 . LOST. 


Lord Kitchener Meets Them and

PRETORIA, Jan. 3.—At a meeting of in- 
fluential burghers who have surrendered to 
the British, the President, De Koch of Bal- 
fast, sald it was the desire of the British 
authorities that the meeting consider sugges- 
tions-looking to the ending of the war. The 
first suggestion made was to send the bur- 
ghers who had surrendered back to their own 
districts and also to send men with proclama- 
tions among those who are still in the fleld. 
essrs, Doney, Presses, Joubert, De Moch, 
Lange, Koelman, and Frank, all of Lyden- 
burg and Moelman, of Ermelo, concurred in 
this suggestion. They said they believed 
their brothers and friends would surrender 
immediately if they knew they would besent 
to their own districts. | 


The Pretoria, Johannesburg, Middelburg. 


Carolina, Bethel, Standarton, Restenburg, 
Lichtenburg, Klocksdorp, and Seidelburg 
men were of the same opinion. 

The proposal was.unanimously adopted. A 
committee was formed of representatives 
from the principal districts to draw up a true 
and concise statement showing the hopeless- 
ness of continuing the resistance. This state- 
ment will be distributed with General Kitch- 
ener’s proclamations. 
The committee consists of Mr. Van Rens- 
burg, President; Mr. Steyn, General, An- 
drews, Mr. Cronje, a brother of General 
Cronje, all of whom were members of the 
First Volksraad, Mr. Zeederburg of the Sec- 
ond Volksraad, and Mr. De Koch. 

3 Kitchener Urges Peace. 

Subsequently General Kitchener addressed 
a meeting of surrendered burghers convened 
by the Burgher Peace committee. 

After dwelling upon the uselessness of con- 
tinuing the struggle, General Kitchener said 
that the powers had refused President Kru- 
ger's appeals for intervention. The Boers 
had fought a good fight, but they were over- 
powered. There would be no @ishonor in the 
leaders recognizing th 
that the committee would endeavor to ac- 


| quaint thé Boers in the field with the true 


position. 

General Kitchener further declared that he 
had issued instructions that burghers who 
surrendered would, together with their fam- 
ilies and stock, be protected in their own dis- 
tricts. Those who had broken the oath of 
neutrality under compulsion would be ac- 
corded the same treatment. Deserted wom- 


len and children would be kept in laagers 


where their friends could freely join them. 
Fair Treatment for All. | 

A burgher present asked about his stock 
and General Kitchener replied that he had no 
time to talk about a personal matter. He 
only considered the best interests of the 
country. He hoped at the end of the war to 
divide the remaining stock among the suf- 
ferers. The treatment accorded to those 
who surrendered would extend to the Boer 
leaders. All who had fought fairly, and there 
were few. exceptions, would receive the con- 
sideration due to their rank. 

The committee thanked the Commander- 
in-Chief. It was decided to print his speech 
in Dutch and to ciroulate it among the burgh- 
ers.

DIRS WITH BABY CHARGE, 


JOHN BAZAISKI AND INFANT GEN- 
KINSKI ASPHYXIATED. 
Fluid Escages from Stove in St. An- 
thony’s Hospital During the Night 
and in the Morning the Old Inmate 
‘Is Found Deag with His Hand on the 
Cradle of the Little One Whom He 


Had Adopted as His Own—Verdict of 


Accidental Death.

When Sister Eugenia left old John Bazaiski 
crooning to Baby Bianipaer Genkinski at 
St. Anthony’s Hospital, 40 Frankfort street, 
on Wednesday, the old man was trying to 
get the little one, an orphan 6 months old, 
to sleep before retiring te his own hard bed 
in the corner of the big, bare room. When 
Bister Eugenia returned to the room early 
yesterday morning the old man’s hand still 
rested on the cradle, but both the baby and 
the old man were dead. 

The odor of gas was strong in the room. 
The sister felt her way to the cradle, and, 
seizing the child, rushed from the stifling 
smell of gas, which nearly suffocated her, so 


baby in her own room she saw that life had 
long since departed. 

The hospital attendants came in response 
to the sister's alarm. They lifted the eld 
man fron{*is chair by the side of the cradle, 
but, like the baby, he had been dead for some 
hours. 


Adopts Babe as His Own. 

Beveral times of late Bazaiski, who was 
past 80 years of age, had bemoaned the fate 
that had caused him to live qn after he had 
ceased to enjoy life. For three years he had 
made the hospital his home, having paid to 
Bishop Kozlowski $650 to keep him the rest 
of his days. When the baby Genkinski was 
brought to the hospital three weeks ago, after 
the death of its mother in the County Hospi- 
tal, the old man adopted it 15 nis own. He 
complained that he could t go to sleep 
unless he had the little one to care for first. 
The sisters humored his wish, and the baby 
and ‘the old man shared one of the partly 
furnished rooms in the great unfinished 
bullding where Bishop Kozlowski is trying to 
establish a hospital in the midst of the 
Polish settlement on the Northwest Side. 
But he bemoaned the fate that had left the 
little one an orphan, and many remarks 
called to mind yesterday led to the belief that 
he had decided to end it all for both of them. 
In the corner of the was a gas heating 
stove, from which the gas had escaped and 
had caused the death of the two chums. 
Sister Eugenia was positive that when she 
left them the gas was burning brightly. 
When examined after the dead bodies were 
found one of the burners was found to have 
been half turned on, showing that it had pur- 
posely been changed during the night. 


verdiet of Accidental Death. 
The old man understood the working of the 
gas heater well, and there was no reason for 


him to touch the heater at all during the 


night. 
On this account some of the attendants at 
the hospital believed the old man had turned 
on the gas after the sister had left the room 
for the night. With this view the Coroner’s 
jury did not agree at the inquest, but bro 
in a verdict ot accidental death. ~ - 
The hospital’ ts a great brick structure 
erected by the Independent Catholic Chiirch 
near North Robey street. It is not half 
completed, rooms here and there having been 
plastered for immediate use. It was built 
by contributions solicited by the helpers of 
Bishop Kozlowski, whose residence faces an 
alley in the rear. Among the inmates of the 
hospital are several old people who have paid 
for care during the remainder of their lives. 
In the case of the tragedy of yesterday the 
Coroner’s jury rendered a verdict of acci- 
dental death.

Queen Wilhelmina is in a flurry. of mingled 
anger and chagrin, and all because of a de- 
bate in the lower house of the States Gen- 
eral. 

The Queen and the Duke are to be married 
on Feb. 7, and of necessity the States Gen- 
eral must make provision for his future posi- 
tion, both as to rank and fortune. 

Queen Wilhelmina frst asked the States 
General to give her husband the title of 
Prince Consort, but as this would give him 
social precedence over the Queen’s mother, 
who governed the Netherlands so wisely as 
Queen Regent, the stubborn Dutch pride was 
aroused and the young Queen's request was 
refused. 

Duke’s Future Allowance. 

The question of the Queen’s future hus- 
band’s allowance has also become a matter of 
dispute. At first Wilhelmina proposed to set- 
tle a portion of her own fortune upon the 
Duke—and she is one of the richest young 
womenin Europe. Then she hesitated, either 
through maidenly diffidence or thrift, and 
concluded to ask the States General to make 
the Duke an annual allowance of. $80,000. 

The subject came up in the Lower House 
of the States General today and after a some- 
what bitter debate the allowance of $80,000 a 
year was granted by a vote of 79 to 10. 

The Socialists were almost personal in their 
opposition to the allowance, pointing out that 
Queen Wilhelmina was a rich woman in her 
own right and that if she choose to wed a 
penniless Duke she should be willing to sup- 
port him from her own fortune. 

Duke Leaves in Anger. 

The debate attracted much attention and 
the Duke immediately left the capital. He 
is said to feel deeply mortified over the sit- 
uation, as his own fortune is inadequate to 
support the rank he will be compelled to 
assume when he becomes the husband of the 


Queen.

SAFE WEIGHING TWO TONS 


FALLS FROM THIRD FLOOR. 


Flying’ Splinters of Wood and Tron 
Shatter Windows in Stock Exchange 


A two-ton safe falling from the third floor 
of the Stock Exchange Building caused com- 
motion in La Salle street last evening and fly- 
ing splinters of wood and iron from a broken 
windlass tore through heavy glass windows 
in all directions, Workmem-who were pulling 
the gate upto the seventh floor of the build- 
ing escaped injury, by jumping from the 
wagon Which heidthe 
were broken in thé Stock | 
Chamber of Commetee Buildings, 

The windlass was field in a wagon stand- 
ing in La Salle street, t extending 
into the building and up to the eighth doer. 
The safe was being raised through trap doors 
opening to the roof. It was to be delivered to 
W. Morgan Robbins, a mining engineer of the 
English syndicate. 

When the safe had reached the third floor 
and the workmen were turning the windlass 
a cog in the machine broke suddenly. The 
weight was released at once and dropped. 
The unwinding cable staid the descent so 
that it did no injury to the building, but the 
whirling windlass threw pieces of wood in 
all directions, shattering windows and en- 
dangering the lives of the workmen and pass- 
ersby. The safe stopped on the ground floor. 

No one was beneath the safe at the time, 
and as it gained rapidly in speed in its down- 
ward course many people fied outside the 
building. The safe struck the matting on 
the tiled floor with a noise that was heard 
across the street. The doors of the safe 
broke from their hinges and fell upon the 
floor with a terrific rattle. Tenants on the 
upper floors rushed towards the elevators, 
while in the office of the Postal Telegraph 
company, which occupies the corner office, 
the messenger boys fled outdoors for safety.

ROBBER GANG RAIDS TOWN 
AND TERRORIZES CITIZENS. 


Bandits Dynamite Safe at Cavett, Ohio, 
and Secure Three Hundred Dollars 
After Battle with Proprietor. tee 


Cincinnati, O., Jan. 3.—[Special.]—A des- 
perate gang of burglars, consisting of seven 
or eight men, terrorized the inhabitants of 


Van Wert, robbed a safe, and escaped, after 
a battle with citizens. 

The few inhabitants of the village were 
aroused by the robbers breaking into W. M. 
Hoaglin’s store. Mr. Hoaglin's residence is 
adjacent to the store, and his son heard the 
gang hammering on the store door, and 
awakened his father, who, armed with a 
rifle, started out of the house to investigate. | 
He discovered the men surrounding the 
house, and one of the intruders called Mr. 
Hoaglin by name and warned him to stay 
indoors. He, however, blazed away, and 
shots from the burglars came thick and fast, 
striking all around him, as the gang had re- 
peating rifles and revolyers. 

Mr. Hoaglin remained in the house, but 
aimed at the men whenever he had an op- 
portunity. Sixty shots were exchanged. 
Fourteen bullets went through one door 
alone. One struck a lamp, another the top 
of a stove. Every window in the house was 


Dr. Kohn, but he was unable to give Mr.

“The big safe in Hoaglin’s store was shat- 
tered in hundreds of pieces, dynamite being 
used. The safe contained upwards of $300, 
part of the money belonging to the United 
States postoffice, about $130 to J. W. McMil- 
len, the grain dealer, and the balance to Mr. 
Hoaglin. 
The gang did its work quickly and departed 
east. Fifteen min from the time the safe 
was blown an al had been sent to of- 
ficers in surrounding towns, but so far there 
is no clew. The team and sleigh in which the 
pane drove to the village belonged to ex- 
ounty Treasurer Frank Carlo, whose resi- 
dence is several miles from the village. It 
is thought the same gang operated in Mid- 
dlepoint, a little town east of here, a few 
weeks ago, when they entered several stores 
and dynamited a safe, but only secured a 
small sum of money. |

White Methl So Scarce Financiers Are 
Alarmed and Another Severe Bank

Monterey, Mex., Jan. 3.—[Special. I- It is 
the general opinion among bankers and busi- 
ness-men of the country that the present 
disturbed condition of finances will hasten 
the placing of Mexico on a gold basis. The 
high price of Mexican money is causing a 
general liquidation of debts throughout the 
country, and in every instance silver is de- 
manded. | 
So scarce has silver become that many of 
‘the banks of the country are offering 1 per 
cent interest per month on deposits of the 
“white metal. It is said some of the banks of 
issue of the republic have falled to keep in 
reserve one-third of their currency issue in 
silver, as required by law. It is feared a 
crash will come to many of these institutions 
the moment they are unable to meet the de- 
mands of their customers for silver. 

C. C. Drake, United States Collector of Cus- 
toms for the Saluria District of Texas, has 
advised the United States Treasury depart- 
ment of the impending crisis. The consular 
representatives of England, France, and Ger- 
many in the City of Mexico have also ad- 
vised their governments of the financial situ- 
ation in the republic. '

NEW PLAN FOR ARBITRATION.

Representatives of Publishers and 

Printers Arrive at a Preliminary 
Agreement. { 


A pamphlet has been issued containing a 
new plan of arbitration between the Amer- 
ican Newspaper Publishers’ association and 
the International Typographical union. The 
plan was devised in December by a confer- 
ence composed of the members of the special 
standing committee of the A. N. P. A. and 
Frederick Driscoll, commissioner, represent- 
ing the publishers; while James M. Lynch, : 
President I. T. U.; C. E. Hawkes, Vice Pres- 
ident I. T. U.; and J. W. Bram wood, Secre- 
tary I. T. U., represented the Executive 
ee of the International Typographical 
on. i 

The Board of Directors of the Publishers“ 
association has approved the plan, and it is 
to be finally submitted for action at the ap- 
proaching annual meeting of the association 
in New York in February. It provides in 
brief that if any publisher having a contract 
with a local union will agree to submit to 
arbitration any differences arising under the 
contract the International Typographical. 
union will underwrite said contract and 
guarantee its execution. 

Provision is made for local conciliation or 
arbitration first. If this does not effect a 
settlement then the matter is to be referred 
to a National Board of Arbitration com- 
posed of the President of the I. T. U. and the 
commissioner of the A. N. P. A., who, if 
they cannot agree, shall select a third mem- 
ber. Work is to be continued during the time 
occupied by arbitration, and if so adjudged 
the board’s decision will have practical effect 
from the date the issue was raised. The 
form of contract with individual publishers, 
and details of method to be pursued by the 
National Board of Arbitration, are all set 
forth in detail. 

It is believed the adoption of this plan will 
go far in securing industrial peace for the 
newspaper publishers of the association. |

The woman, he declared, 
plotted with him, and gave him §5, with 
which to get her husband drunk, so he could 
be killed more egsily. The plot failed, and 
Corda,. who did not believe his wife impli- 
cated, gallantly escorted her to the police 
station last night. They all live at 156 Cen- 
ter street. : 
During the morning Corda and Swier were 
seen walking on the plier that extends into 
the lake at the foot of Indiana street. Au- 
gust Falt, 90 East Chicago avenue, was 
hunting for ducks along the shore, and 
watched the men. He told Captain Rehm of 
the East Chicago Avenue Station later that 
several times Swier tripped Corda, and more 
than once they fell to the ground, Swier al- 
ways on top. } 


Corder Thrown in the Lake. 
When the two men reached the end of the 
walk, young Falt saw Swier trip Corda again 
and then push him into the lake. As Swier 
ran away Falt shot at him, but missed. 

The report attracted several men, who, 
headed by August Brits, 2643 Halsted street, 
formed a rescuing party. Corda was brought 
to the shore, half conscious. He was taken 
into the engine-room of one of the lumber 
mills and afterward wrapped in blankets and 
taken to the police sttlon. ‘After & tew hours 
he was able to tell his story to the police. 
He said that Swier had been trying to 
gain the affections of his wife for some time 
and had tried to kill him. He declared, how- 
ever, that the woman had nothing to do with 
the attempt. 

The trouble began in the Corda home, he 
said, in the morning. Since Christmas day 
he, with a number of his friends, had heen 
celebrating the holiday season, Swier, who 
was a member of the household, joining in 
the festivities. Shortly before noon Mrs. 
Corda objected to the noise the two men were 
making, and, when her husband turned on 
her, ran from the house. Corda and Swier 
left the house about the same time, visiting 
several saloons. He remembered nothing 
more till he was dragged out of the lake. 
Captain Rehm sent Detectives Jackson and 
Rifle early in the evening to bring Mrs. 
Corda to the station. When the woman was 
taken before the Captain she said that early 
in the morning Swier and her husband left 
the house together. Both of them, Mrs. Corda 
says, were under the influence of liquor. 
Shortly after 3 @clock Swier appeared at the 
house, and when Mrs. Corda asked him 
where her busband was the woman says 
Swier appeared to be excited. 

“He told me to mind my own business, 
and, after gaying good-by to me, left the 


arrested later when Swier was eaught. 


Swier Confesses the Plot. 

No trace of Swier was found until 10 p. 
m., when Detective Kilwig of the West Chi- 
cago Avenue Police Station arrested him 
at Superior street and Center avenue. Then 
he confessed. He said Mrs. Corda had given 
him the money with which to get her hus- 
band drunk. He was then to throw him

FILIPINOS ON A PEACE MISSION. 


Sixto Lopez Comes to Chicago to Pre- 
sent the Cause of His 
People. 


Sixto Lopez, a Filipino, with his secretary, 
Thomas T. Patterson, arrived in Chicago last 
evening and will continue his endeavor to 
foster peace sentiment. He bears no cre- 
dentials from the Aguinsldo party, and 
merely is making an individual effort. He 
already has visited the large Eastern cities 
and contemplates a visit to Washington, 
where he will attempt to get a hearing before 
the President and Congress. He is not san- 
guine of obtaining either. 

“The Filipinos are willing to accept any 
terms of peace that will give them freedom,”’ 
he said. ‘‘ They will not haggle over details, 
but will ant anything the United States 
desires if they can only obtain independence. 
Yet they are ready to continue the war, and 
can do so successfully against even 250,000 
American troops if this one demand of inde- 
pendence is not granted. 

Nothing but unconditional independence 
would satisfy the Filipinos were it not for the 
fact that the women and children are starv- 
ing in the districts where war has been 
waged. A large part of Luzon is suffering, 
and to save their families the men would 
grant everything but American rule. The 
armies are being equipped with guns manu- 
factured in native workshops and can con- 
tinue a, suctessful guerrilla warfare for 
years. Even were Aguinaldo killed there are

INDICTS FOUR FOR CONSPIRACY. 


Louisville Quartet Charged with Keep- 
ing Man Drunk and Urging Him 
to Kill Himself. 


Louisville, Ky., Jan. 8.—[{Special.]—The 
grand jury today returned true bills against 
W. W. Parrish, John H. Dewitt, W. B. Cox, 
and Sylvester Breeden, charging them with 
conspiring to defraud insurance companies. 

The indictment contains two sets of 
charges. In one of these the quartet is ac- 
cused of conspiracy to obtain insurance for 
Breeden by representing falsely that Breeden 
was in sound health. In the other it is set 
forth that, after obtaining the insurance, 
Cox, Dewitt, and Parrish conspired to cause 
| the death of Breeden and thus defraud the 
insurance companies. 

Parrish, proprietor of the Phoenix Hotel, 
and Dewitt, a saloonkeeper, held policies on 
Breeden’s life aggregating $13,000, for which 
they paid the premiums. The matter became 
public by the expulsion of Parrish from the 
lodge of Woodmen of the World, in which 
he owned a policy on Breeden’s life. 

The indictment avers that Parrish and 
Dewitt conspired to bring about the death of 
Breeden, gave him large and dangerous 
quantities of whisky with the intent to 
break down his health and cause his death, 
and did tempt and seek to cause Breeden to 
commit suicide by placing before him, while 
drunk, pistols and other weapons. 

The companies alleged to have been de- 
frauded are: .Union Central Life Insurance 
company, Woodmen of the World, and 
the Equitable Life Assurance Society of the 
United States.

FRANCE MAY TAKE GAMBIA 


ENGLAND SEEKS TO SETTLE 
TREATY SHORE DISPUTE. 


Negotiations in Progress Betwen the 
Two Powers May Result in Compro- 
mise Over the Long Standing Con- 
troversy Over the Newfoundland 
Fisheries—President Loubet te Visit 
Queen Victoria When She Stops at 
Nice—Torpedo Boat Injured. 


PARIS BUREAU THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
Paris, Jan, 3. 

The announcement that a treaty renewing 
the modus vivendi between France and 
Great Britain over the disputed shore of 
Newfoundland is inexact. The modus 
vivendi expired last week. A Foreign office 
attaché, who is in a position to know, said 
tonight that negotiations were in progress 
between the two powers, by which Great 
Britain offers to cede to France the terri- 
tory of Gambia, in west Africa, in exchange 
for the French shore rights in Newfound- 
land. Gambia is a valuable piece of terri- 
tory, and, although held by Great Britain, is 
entirely surrounded by French territory, and 
its cession to France in exchange for the 
Newfoundland dispute might be advantage- 
ous to both powers. 

It is pointed out, however, that no treaty 
giving or taking territory can be effective 
until ratified by Parliament, and if there is 
any truth in the reported negotiations it 
must of necessity become public in a short 
time. 

The Paris newspapers almost unanimously 
oppose the proposition that France shall ex- 
change the shore rights in Newfoundland for 
a piece of west African territory. They in- 
sist that the transfer of the territory would 
almost certainly be followed by a revolt of the 
natives. 

The official announcement that Queen Vic- 
toria will visit Ciemiz, in the early spring, is 
received with gratification in official circles 
| as an indication that English resentment over 
the gross caricatures of the Queen printed 
by the boulevarde press during the early 


President Loubet today telegraphed to Os- 
borne asking permission to pay his respects 
to the Queen as she passes through Nice, and 
expressing the hope that the existing friendly 
relations between France and Great Britain 
would never be broken.

Former President of Garrett Biblical, 
Institute and Well-Known Mission- 
ary Worker Succumbs to Heart Dis- 


\ Claims ‘Trouble in First Church at 
‘Oak Park Hastened Death, but oth- 


ers Deny Statement. 


Detroit, Mich., Jan. 3.—Bishop W. X. Ninde 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church was 


It is thought the cause of death was heart 
disease. He attended a funeral yesterday 
and caught cold. He had been a Bishop of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church since 1884, 
and was known throughout the United 
States, Prior to his election as a Bishop he 


pal Church of Detroit, and was at one time, 
a missionary in India. 

He left a widow, three sons, and one 
daughter. One son, Edward, is a Methodist 
minister at Ann Arbor. His daughter 
Mary wae formerly a missionary worker in 
India. She is now in the South with her 
brother Fred, who is ill. The other son, 
George, is also ill at his home here. 

Yesterday the Presiding Elders of Michigan 
held a conférence in Detroit, and décided to 
sell the Episcopal resédence here, now oc- 
cupied by Bishop Ninde’s family, because 
the churches of Michigan outside of Detroit 
and other large cities failed to contribute 
suffictem funds to maintain it. 


Career of Bishop Ninde. 


Bishop William Xavier Ninde was one of the 
best-known churchmen in the United States 
end held a high place in the councils of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, of which he 
had been a member since his early boyhood. 
Not only had he attained prominence as a 
churchman, but he was widely known in edu- 
cational circles in both the United States 
and England and as a traveler, a missionary, 
and-a lecturer. He was a leader of Method- 
ism in the old and new world, President of the 
general cabinet of the Epworth league, and 
one of the leading pulpit orators of the 
country. 
Bishop Ninde was nearly 69 years old when 
he died, having been born on June 21, 1832, at 
Cortland, N. 1. His father was a Methodist 
preacher. 

Bishop Ninde received his theological edu- 
cation at the Wesleyan University at Mid- 
dietown, Conn., being graduated in 1855. He 
was married in 1854 to Elizabeth Falley at 
Middletown, Conn. While waiting for a call 
to a pulpit he held a position as teacher in the 
academy at Rome, N. Y., for nearly a year. 
Then in 1856 he entered the ministry, serving 
first as a pastor in an Ohio city. 

Hig service in the pulpit attracted to him 
the notice of the General Conference, and he 
soon became known as one of the strongest 
men in the church. In 1868 and 1869 he trav- 
eled extensively in Europe and the far East. 
Returning to the United States, he was in 
1870 transferred to the Detroit Conference 
and became known to the Methodist Church 
in the West. 


| Called to Garrett Institute. 


His attainments soon became so well rec- 
ognized that in 1878 he was invited to take 
a professorship at the Garrett Biblical In- 
stitute at Evanston, III., a position he held 
until 1879, when he became dent of the 
institution. His duties as a teacher at the 
Evanston school, however, did not prevent 
him from filling the pulpit, and from 1876 
until he became ent of the Garrett in- 
stitution he was pastor of the Central Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church at Detroit, Mich. 

In 1874 Bishop Ninde received the degree 
of Doctor of Divinity from his alma mater, 
Wesleyan University. Still later the degree 
of Doctor of Laws was conferred upon him 
by the Northwestern University at Evans- 


ton, 

In 1881 Bishop Ninde was chosen one of the 
delegates from the United States to the 
Methodist Ecumenical Cofference, held that 
year in London. On May 15, 1884, at the 
General Methodist Conference, his talents re- 
celyed full recognition and he was made a 
Bishop. He then resigned the Présidency 
of the Garrett Biblical Institute at Evans- 
ton and gave his entire attention to the du- 
ties of his high office. His work called him 
abroad and he visited the foreign confer- 
ences, adding to his reputation in England. 

Bishop Ninde was well known in Chicago, 
| his last official appearance in this city being 
last October, when he presided at the Rock 
River Conference, held in the Garfield Park 
Methodist Church, Kedzie avenue and Wal- 
nut street. It was during this conference 
that he was first taken with the illness which 
finally resulted in his death. He was com- 
pelled to leave the conference, and remained 
at the home of N. M. Jones at Oak Park for 
several weeks before he was weill enough to 
return te Detroit. 

After that time the Bishop gave up all 
official duties and remained in precarious 
en until the day of his death. 
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e death of Bishop Ninde came as a blow 
many friends in this city. It was not 
only une ted, but came doubly hard to 
those who believe his health was permanent- 
ly impaired by the schism which threatened 
to disrupt the First M. E. Church of Oak 
Park at the time of the General Conference 
last fall. It is charged by John Farson of 
Farson, Leach & Co,, a member of the con- 
gregation, that had Bishop Ninde never been 
drawn into the controversy he would still 
‘alive. 
"ths schism was a result of the appoint- 
ment of Dr. J. N. Hall to succeed the Rev. 
Henry Rasmus as pastor of the Oak Park 
church. Bishop Ninde, it has been claimed, 
was under the influence of one of the two 
factions of the church. It is claimed by Mr. 
Farson that the controversy which ensued 
shattered what was left of a weak constitu- 
tion and eae *. Bishop Ninde's death. 
s is denied by Mr. Jones. 
"the last letter penned by Bishop Ninde was 
received by Mr. Farson late yesterday after- 
noon and was written the day before. It was 
one pleading for peace and conciliation. It 
is thought it may heal the wounds caused by 
the schism at Oak Park.

Colonel Jackson was born on Jan. 28, 1841, 
in Newark. He was the descendant of 
long line of honored ancestors, among them 
Roger Wolcott, Colonial Governor of Gos 
necticut from 1750 to 1784, and Oliver Wol- 
cott, one of the signers of the Deciaration 
of Independence and Governor of Con- 
necticut from 1796 to the time of his death 
in 1797.

Mill Man Bound Over to Crim- 


inal Court’ on Strike 
be Clause of New Act. 
UNIONS CLAIM A VICTORY.

Great interest has been aroused in labor 
circles by the decision of Justice Wood yes- 
terday in holding John A, Gauger to the 
Criminal Court on the charge of bringing 
men to Chicago, to work in his mill without 
informing them there was a strike on at his 
mill at the time.

A million dollars of John D. Rockefeller’s 
recent gift of $1,500,000 has just been deliv- 
ered to Major H. A. Rust, the Controller at 
the University of Chicago, in the form of 
railroad bonds. Half of the amount is in 
Baltimore and Ohio bonds and the balance 
in Chicago, -Rock Island and Pacific bonds. 
All of the bonds draw 4 per cent interest. 
The university trustees were given the op- 
tion of receiving the whole amount in cash 
or securities, and they chose the bonds. The 
remaining $500,000 of Mr. Rockefeller’s gift 
will be paid on the demand of the trustees, as 
it is needed for building purposes.

REPORT ON CITY FREE BATHS 
Franchise extension for traction lines will 


be taken up for the first time in two years 
by city officials next week. Despite the 


Mayor’s declaration that no attention would 


be paid to franchise questions as linked with 
tunnel lowering or other extraneous mat- 
ters,“ the Street Railway commission decided 
yesterday to call in the officials of the Union 
Traction company, the Executive committee 
of the Chicago River Improvement — 
tion, and Commissioner McGann for a con- 
ference next Wednesday. 

The Mayor will be asked to attend the con- 
ference at which an endeavor will be made 
to ascertain what can be done toward lower- 
ing the tunnels and extending the franchises. 
Until the bill of the Street Railway commis- 
sion has been acted on by the Legislature it 
is not probable that any results will be 
reached, but the officiais will attempt to 
arrange preliminaries. 

It is the purpose of the commission to hear 
arguments from the River association and 
from the Union Traction company. The 
company has been understood to be willing to 
lower the tunnels if its franchise claims be 
settled at once, The unwillingness of the 
company to undertake any extensive work 
while the franchises are in doubt has been 
recognized by the association. 


| Preparing to Pay Rebates. 

The work of distributing funds to 
assessment warrants in accordance with the 
annual report of the County Treasurer was 
begun in the Controller’s office during the 
day.

IN THE DEATHS OF FOUR. 


Mrs. Minnie Curtis and Mrs. Eliza 
Thomas and Their Sons Succumb to 
Pneumonia—Think Sons Will Live. 


Within one week two families in this city 
have been bereft of two of their members 
under conditions and circumstances strange- 
ly similar. In both cases it was mother and 
son, who died of the same disease—pneumo- 
nia. In both cases, too, the son died first 
and the mother a few days later without 
knowing of her son’s death.

LIMITATION ON TAXATION. 

Nearly three years ago the Chicago Real 
Estate board, by dint of great effort, got 
a new revenue law through the Legislature. 
That law contained one provision which its 
authors justly considered of special im- 
portance. It was the one limiting taxation 
to 5 per cent on the assessed valuation. This 
salutary provision was declared null by the 
Supreme Court. Thanks to the lowering of 
the assessment by the Board of Review, the 
taxes soon to be paid will not differ material- 


| ly in amount from those for the preceding 


year, but the real estate men, distrustful of 
the future, are having an amendment pre- 
pared to the law to accomplish what was 
aimed at by the provision which the Su- 
preme Court set aside. 2 

This demand for a limitation on taxation 
is a frank confession that the city, county, 
and other taxing agencies which Chicago 
property-owners have to deal with cannot 
safely be given a free hand. If the voters 
elected “ideal” Aldermen, Oounty Com- 
missioners, and Drainage Trustees unlim- 
ited powers of taxation could be intrusted 
to them with a certainty that they would 
not be abused. The voters prefer to elect 
men who aé a rule levy every dollar of 
taxes they can. Hence the absolute neces- 
sity for limitations on the taxing power. 

The system of prescribing to the city or 
any other municipal corporation a rate of 
taxation which it must not exceed is far 
from being ideal.“ When the valuation of 
property is abnormally high the rate will 
provide too much money. When the valua- 
tion is abnormally low the rate will bring 
in too little money. No one can tell what 
the assessment will be and how much rev- 
enue can be depended upon until the State 
board has completed its work of equaliza- 
tion. As the law is now the municipal au- 
thorities of Chicago did not knew until 
November last how much money they could 
raise by general taxation towards their ex- 
penditures for the year 1900. 

So if the lawyers are able to devise a gen- 
eral limitation of the power of taxation 
which, unlike the one in the law of 1898, 
will pass muster with the Supreme Court, 
that limitation will have its defects. What 
the real estate men desire is that the total 
amount of taxes on a given piece of prop- 
erty shall not exceed 1 per cent of its value. 
That is a just limitation. But the value 
of property is determined by an assessment 
subject to review and alteration at Spring- | 
field. The limitation may work well in 
every respect one year and work badly in 
some respect another year. 

Nevertheless, there should be a limita- 
tion on the joint taxing power of all the 
municipalities which impose taxes in this 
city. Otherwise it will be in the power of 
the State board, which determines the as- 
sessed valuation, to make it so high as to 
bankrupt the taxpayers. This would have 
happened if the assessment for 1900 had 
been equal to the one for 1899. It is to be

Matters have come to a sorry pass if a 
Republican of unquestioned legal ability 
cannot make public so often as he pleases

» question of grave moment, or concerning the 


moral phases of that question, which may 
appeal to him profoundly, without being 
aceused of party disloyalty for doing so 
or having improper motives attributed to 
him. Even if the Republican national plat- 
form, instead of being silent concerning the 
questions soon to be determined by the Su- 
preme Court, expressed views altogether 
contrary to those entertained by General 
Harrison, it would be his full right to give 
private or public expression to his opinion 
whenever inclined to do so. : 

Freedom of speech within the party can- 
not be suppressed. Attempts at suppres- 
sion in the past by leaders of different 
political organizations have always been 
disastrous, Prominent Republicans differ 
now as to the constitutional effect of the 
ratification of the treaty with Spain. They 
have differed in the past as to the consti- 
tutionality of the legal tender act and of 
other measures. But when a disputed ques- 
tion has been settled by the court of last 
resort the men whose opinions were over- 
ruled by it have united with those whose 
opinions have been upheld by it in the 
adoption of the measures necessary to carry 
out the law as it had been laid down by the 
Supreme Court. 

This is what will happen whén that court 
has said the last word from a legal point 
of view concerning the serious questions 
now before it. Whatever that last word 


may be there will be soon a substantial 


agreement among Republicans as to the 
future policy to be followed regarding the. 
insular possessions of the country.

EXTORTION BY THE SALT TRUST. 

The Armour Packing company of Kan- 
sas City has just imported sixty car loads 
of salt from Portugal. It seems like car- 
rying coals to Newcastle to bring salt from 
Europe when the United States has enough 
salt deposits to supply the world, but the 
packers say they have been driven to this 
action by the extortionate prices now de- 
manded by the salt trust. There are rich 
saline deposits in New York, in Michigan, in 
Kansas, and in other States, to say noth- 
ing of the facilities for manufacturing salt 
all along the seaboard. Salt can be pro- 
duced here as cheaply as anywhere else in 
the world. The Kansas City company 
could get all the salt it needs from the 
Hutchinson works, only 210 miles distant, 
yet it has found it preferable to send 5,000 
miles to another country for it, and to pay 
the steamer and freight rates, besides a 
duty of eight cents on each 100 pounds, 
rather than to pay the price demanded by 
the trust. 

The sources of supply in this country are 
so numerous that it seems almost impossible 
for any combination to control enough of the 
output to force up prices, but it has been 
done, as is shown by the recent arbitrary 
advances. How abnormal the trust's de- 
mands are may now be seen in the action 
of the Kansas City packers. If they can 
save money by importing salt from Hurope 
the illegitimate profits of the monopoly 
must be enormous. The present wholesale 
price of $6 a ton must be more than double 
the legitimate price if importers can pay 
a duty of $1.60 a ton in addition to the 
steamer and railway charges for 5,000 
miles of transportation and still get their 


home. 

With affairs in this condition it is evi- 
dent that the duty on salt simply aids the 
trust in the exaction of an excessive price 
for its product. This is a matter for the con- 
sideration of Congress. It is probable that 
if a Kansas City firm can save money by 
importing salt it will pay Chicago packers 
and similar firms in the East to do likewise, 
for the freight from the seaboard might be 
somewhat less on the shorter haul. The 
salt trust is overreaching itself in the at- 
tempt to grow rich too rapidly by monop- 
olizing the sale of one of the necessaries of 
life. The importation of foreign salt wher- 
ever possible will be one way of teaching 
the trust that it is overreaching itself. 


0 TO WORK OR GO TO JAIL. 
The existing South Carolina law as to 
contracts for farm labor contains provis- 
ions which resemble somewhat the Eng- 
lish labor legislation of a bygone day. If 
a farmhand obligates himself to do cer- 
tain work for a certain time he cannot break 
the contract unless he is prepared to go to 
jail. The law provides that he must do 
all“ the labor reasonably required ” of him 
or accept the unpleasant consequences, It 
is provided also that if any one shall know- 
ingly employ a laborer in any kind of serv- 
ice who is under contract with another he 
shall be liable to fine and imprisonment. 

When Mr. Gompers, the President of the 
American Federation of Labor, was dis- 
cussing the compulsory arbitration law of 
New Zealand recently, he objected vehe- 
mently to the provision made for fining a 
workman who would not return to work 
when ordered by the court to do so. Mr. 
Gompers said that sooner than pay the 
fine he would go to jail in defense of the 
right to exercise his privilege to work or 


| not to work. If he were a South Carolina 


negro and made up his mind not to work 
after having agreed to do so he would find 
himself in jail speedily. 

Legislation which imprisons men for a 
failure to live up to labor contracts is most 
obnoxious to “organized labor.” Yet no 
labor leader has lifted his voice in con- 
demnation of this South Carolina law. This 
may be because it applies to farm labor, 
which is unorganized labor, or it may be 
because the persons affected by it are 
blacks, in whose welfare the Federation 
of Labor takes no interest. * | 

There was in Hawaii a contract labor 
law similar to that of South Carolina. 
When the act establishing a form of gov- 
ernment for the territory was before Con- 
gress several of its members denounced a 
law under which Japanese or Chinese 
laborers on the sugar plantations could be 
jailed for refusing to work. The continu- 
ance of the offensive system was forbid- 
den. During the discussion not one word 
was said in condemnation of the same sys- 
tem in practice in an American State to 
the detriment of American citizens. There 
is not much consistency in Congress 6r 
in the ranks of organised labor.” If it 
is wrong for a court to. order a white or 
yellow man to work or go to prison, why 
is not it wrong for a court to give such an 
order to a black man? 


BETTER HOUSING IN LONDON. 

At a recent banquet given to the twenty- 
eight Mayors elected a few months ago 
under London’s new local government act, 
the Prince of Wales, as the first speaker, 
singled out the improvement of “ the dwell- 
ings of the working classes” and the re- 
lief of the congestion in the streets as the 
two chief subjects demanding the atten- 
tion of these officials. Not long ago 
Lord Salisbury pronounced the better hous- 
ing of the British people the most urgent of 
all present social problems. 

For thirty years this subject has been 
prominent in Great Britain, and during the 
last five. years it has been the object of 
rapidly increasing attention, until today it 
undoubtedly holds in the public mind the pre- 
eminence attributed to it by the Premier. 
During this decade, however, it has been 
more distinguished as the field of munici- 
Not 
only Glasgow but nearly all the impor- 
tant “ provincial” towns of Great Britain 
within that period have been engaged upon 
important housing schemes, and even lethar- 
gic London, under the hand of its young 
and able County Council, has actually taken 
the lead in such enterprise. 

Already that Council, at an expense of 
$3,250,000, has opened fifty-four blocks of 
buildings,. comprising provision for 10,600 
persons. It has now in course of construc- 
tion buildings which will cost $1,500,000 
and provide for 5,666 persons, and it has 
further schemes in hand which will ac- 
commodate 14,868 persons at an expendi- 
ture of $4,300,000. 
include one for the erection of cottages, 
capable of accommodating 5,800 persons, on 
land to be acquired for the purpose just 
outside the county limits. |

QUEEN OF ENGLAND AS A FARMER. 


Notwithstanding the fierce light which 
beate upon the throne, many people seem to 
have been surprised to learn of her Majesty's 

t success at the Birmingham cattle 
— .

Sixty years ago, Prince Albert became a 
member of the Smithfield club, and every 
year since that time her Majesty's farms 
have been represented at the leading agricul- 
tural and fat stock shows, while the Queen’s 
personal interest in farming and agriculture 
has increased than diminished as 


happens that more than a day or two elapses 
without the sovereign paying a long and de- 
tailed visit to her two farms. Further, 

Queen is most kind in allowing strangers to 


the Flemish farm have been visited by all the 
leading agriculturists of this country and of 
the continent. It is at the Shaw farm that 
Cicely, the Shorthorn heifer who has just 
won the three challenge cups of a hundred 
guineas each, was bred, her progress from 
infancy being watched by the Queen with the 
greatest interest. Here also, in the home 
farm, to give it its second name, are kept 
some curious foreign cattle, including the 
Zulu cow, which was a present from Cetea- 
wayo's 
As is natural, the sovereign devotes more 
attention to what may be called the dairy 
side of farming than to that which simply 
consists of the production of fat stock. Till 
comparatively recently, the Queen, accom- 
panied by some of her daughters and grand- 
children, was fond of walking in the early 
morning to the dairy farm, there to partake 
of new-laid eggs, delicious butter, and silla- 
bubs. The dairy, which was erected in the 
twenty-first year of the Queen's reign, is 4 
charming building, lined with Minton tiles, 
the windows being filled in with stained glase 
of which the design includes roses, sham- 
rocks, thistles, and harebells. Some fifty 
cows are milked each day, and even in winter 
upwards of thirty pounds of butter is made 
daily, a special littlé churn being set apart 
for the production of that served at the 
Queen’s ast. All the dairy tables are 
of solid marble, and below, extending to the 
full length of each, is a reservoir, through 
which a stream of water can, when de- 
sired, be kept flowing. At each end of the 
dairy stands a majolica fountain, while a 
third fountain, consisting of an exquisite 
water nymph pouring water from a jar, orna- 
ments another side of the royal dairy. At 
one time the Queen was fond of going regu- 
larly into the cowhouses, and even now she 
often makes inquiries as to the milking rec- 
ord of a favorite Alderney. 
j 


Queen Victoria was a poultry farmer long 
before cocks and hens became the fashion. 
During the first forty years of her reign, this 
department was under the care of a lady: 
now the interests of her Majesty’s poultry 
are vested in the capable hands of Mr. Ham- 
mond. There is probably no more ideal poul- 
try farm in existence than that at Windsor. 
Every breed is kept carefully distinct, and it 
is interesting to learn that Dorkings are the 
sovereign’s own favorites, being generally 
used for the royal table. Old-fashioned far- 
mers will probably approve of her Majesty’s 
distaste for incubators; instead, there is a 
beautiful range of tiny sitting-houses, where 
ont mi ge hens are made thoroughly comfort- 
able. 

Her Majesty takes great interest in new 

reeds of poultry, especially those which hall 

from far-distant quarters of the empire. 
Thus a special spot in Windsor Forest has 
been set t for Canadian turkeys, and 
American varieties are also in high favor at 
Windsor. All the ring-doves in the royal 
aviary are descended from a couple presented 
to the Queen on the occasion of her first visit 
to Ireland; their royal owner has always 
shown a special interest in them, and has 
often recalled with pleasure the occasion on 
which they were presented to her. 
The Queen's favorite bird is the canary, but 
her Majesty much disapproves of the practice 
of keeping birds and other pets in small 
cages; every animal whose happy life is 
spent on the royal farms is made as abso- 
lutely comfortable as is possible, 


— 

One question naturally presents itself to 
every practical agriculturist—how far do the 
Queen's farms pay? It is a mistake to sup- 
pose that her Majesty is, as a farmer, one of 
those fortunate few who pay no rent; on the 
contrary, the sovereign is a tenant farmer. 
But whether her Majesty has sought for and 
obtained, as have so many tenant farmers, a 
substantial reduction of rent, is, of course, 
known only to the Commissioners of Woods 
and Forests. As most agriculturists are 
only too well aware, in farming, as in every- 
thing else, a large outlay always pays in the 
end, and few British farms have had more 
money laid out on them than those belonging 
to the sovereign. For one thing, all new farm- 
ing implements are brought to the notice of 
the Queen by Mr. Tait, whose connectio 
with the Windsor royal farms may be said t 
have begun in infancy, for he succeeded his 
father, a most able agriculturist, in whom 
the late Prince Consort had the greatest con- 
fidence. Mr. Tait inhabits a charming group 
of buildings appertaining to the Shaw farm, 
which contains a suite of apartments used 
only by the Queen, and from which it is pos- 
sible to visit privately the whole range of 
poultry sheds, cowhouses, stables, granaries, 
and various other departments. 

The sovereign names most of the animals 
born on her farms, and some of the appella- 
tions are quaint, among the earlier names 
bestowed by the Queen being Alix, Norma, 
Graceful, Bracelet, Cold Cream—a famous 
Fawsley cow from whom many prize winners 
descended—Ajax, Prince Arthur, Rachel, 
while such old-fashioned farm names as 
Cowslip, Daisy, and so on, are not neglected.

FOREIGN NOTES,

The 
universites of Oxford, Cambridge, and Dublin and 
other learned societies sent addresses, and Edin- 
burg University made him a doctor of laws, honoris 
ca usa. 

Hugh Clifford, who has just retired from the 
Governorship of British North Borneo, after hold- 
ing the office but little more than a year, has 
arrived in London. Mr. Clifford, who is only 84. 
joined the Straits Settlement civil service when 
he was 17 and held various important posts there 
before he was promoted to Borneo last year. He 
has written several dealing with life in 
Malaysia.

As a monument of hard 
work and determined courage Donnelly’s 
book., The Great Cryptogram,“ has few 
rivals in literature. It centains a thousand 
large pages and is filled with comparisons 
and complicated arithmetical calculations 
which may well represent the total result of 
years of hard study and intense thought. 
Even to read it with understanding requires 
more application than is put into the writing 
of many volumes. ae

Donnelly started by studying the testimony 
of Shakspeare’s contemporaries and of those 
whe lived only a little later. Thus he quotes 
the Rev. John Ward, who wrote at Stratford 
only forty-seven years after the death of the 
greatest of poets. I have heard,” he says, 
“that Mr. Shakspeare was a natural wit, 
without any art at all.“ Bentham, writing 
seventy years after Shakspeare’s death, de- 
clares that he had little learning.“ There 
are many authorities all bearing the same 
testimony.

laws of 1883 expressly states where a 
debtor is adjudged bankrupt he shall be dis- 
qualified for sitting or voting in the House of 
Lords or on any committee thereof.“ In 1800 
an amendment to this law was enacted ex- 
tending the disqualification to county coun- 
cils and municipal boards. The law likewise 
provides when a peer becomes bankrupt 
the court having jurisdiction in respect of 
such bankruptcy shall cause the fact to be 
certified to the Speaker of the House of Lords 
(Lord High Chancellor), and the Speaker 
shall as soon as convenient inform the House 
of such certificate, and a record of such cer- 
tificate shall be entered on the journals of 
the House.“ 1 

Before the Duke can take his seat in the 
House of Lords it will be necessary for him 
to appear before the Court of Bankrupicy 
which declared him bankrupt and obtain 
from the presiding Judge an order of dis-

The break in the Vaudeville Managers’ as- 
sociation seems to have come. Underneath 
F. F. Proctor’s advertisements in the dra- 
matic weekly publications which reached 
Chicago appeared the following 
statement: 

“The F. F. Proctor playhouses have no 
connection with any other theater, theaters, 
circuit, or managements.

Though Mr. Kohl was 
instrumental in forming the syndicate,” 
the intimation has been that his firm would 
drop out as soon as there was a break. In 
some quarters, however, this was interpreted 
to mean that the independent attitude would 
not be assumed as long as the Western as- 
sociation held together.

CHICAGO LOSES A MONUMENT. 


Lafayette Commission Decides to Erect 
Replica of Paris Statue in 


Washington, D. C. 


A replica of the Lafayette monument which 
was erected in Paris by the Lafayette Me- 
morial commission with funds contributed 
by American school children will be erected 
in Washington, and not in Chicago. The 
commission at its meeting yesterday so de- 
cided, and the secretary was instructed to 
proceed with the plans.

RULING ON BANKRUPTCY LAW. 


Circuit Court of Appeals Upholds Judge 
Kohlsaat in the Byan-Lee, Tweedy 
| & Co. Buit.

In a ruling of Judge Kohisaa 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
Aas fixed the status of a creditor who ha 
received money from a bankrupt within a 
period of four months immediately preceding 
the filing of a petition in bankruptcy. The 
Judges of the higher court decide that all 
money received in this way must be returned 
to the insolvent estate before the holder can 
receive his pro rata share of whatever other 
eum may be due him. The ruling was given in 
the case of E. B. McKey, trustee of the estate 
of P. F. Ryan, against Lee, Tweedy & Co. Mr. 
Ryan filed his petition in bankruptcy on Jan. 
17, 1900. Lee, Tweedy & Co. had sold mer- 
chandise worth $2,614 to Mr. Ryan and had 
received a part payment in December, 1501. 
They filed a claim for 52, 106. Judge Kohisaat 
ordered that the claim be disallowed unless 
the creditor surrender $600 to the trustee 
and stand on an equal footing with other 
claimants.

Number of Bankruptcies in 1900 Great- 
er than That of 1899—News 
Notes. 


ruptcies in the United States last year was 
a little greater than in 1800, but with that 
exception they were much less than in any 
year since 1887. From the record kept by the 
Railway Age it appears that sixteen roads, 
with 1,166 miles of line and over $78,000,000 of 
bonds and stock, were placed in the charge 
of receivers in 1900. The most important com- 
pany in the list is the Chicago and Grand 
Trunk, with 827 miles of line andover §18,- 
000,000 of securities. his property, which 
was virtually owned by the Grand Trunk of 
Canada, and needed reorganization to scale 
down its indebtedness and rate of interest 
obligations, made the appointment of a re- 
ceiver desirable by the company, and its sale 
under foreciosure was therefore not due to 
any inability on the part of the road to meet 
its obligations. 

The first three roads in.the list, re 
ing 272 miles of line and over ‘318,000,000 of 
capital, are virtually one in interest, and their 
failure and also that of the other group of 
three short local roads at Kansas City, with 
$18,000,000 of bonds and stock, was the se- 
quence of the breaking up of the Kansas City, 
Pittsburg and Gulf system by foreclosure last 
year. 

The only other road of importance, the 
Vicksburg, Shreveport and Pacific, had for 
many years been struggling with adversity. 
The era of railway bankruptciés seems now 


to nearly ended, and the receiverghip busi- 


ness, which has fiourished mightily during 
the last quarter of a century, is likely to be 
dull, at least for some years to come. 

The record of foreclosure sales for last 
year, although considerable, was the smallest 
in all.respects in the last seven years, indi- 
cating that the material in the receivers’ 
offices has been well worked over. During 
1900 there were twenty-four sales, ee thos 
3,477 miles and an apparent capitalization of 
$100,000,000. 


Stock Jobbing Report. 

There appears to be no good foundation for 
thé report telegraphed from New York that 
the Illinois. Central and the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific railroads are seeking ccn- 

K the Minneapolis and St. Louis and 

Central railroads, and the opinion here 
that the report was concocted on Wall 
street for the purpose of influencing the 
‘stock markets. President Purdy of the Rock 
Island stated yesterday that there is not a 
word of truth in the report so far as the Rock 
Island was concerned. His once 
owned the Minneapolis and St. Louis and sold 
the road because it had no use for it, and it 
had no more use for it now than it had then.

To Extend Its Line. 

General Manager W. G. Brimson of the 
Omaha, Kansas City and Eastern railway 
and Theodore Gilman of New York, who is 
largely interested in this property, confirm 
the report that the road is to be extended 
east from Quincy to either Peoria or Spring- 
field during the year.
